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SUPPLY AND DEMAND. 
(BY A FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
Not one person in fifty the rudi 

aments of the exchange question. And because 
they do not understand it they readily assume 
that, if anything is wrong, it is the business of 
the Government or the financiers or the mer- 
chants to put it right. That is an unfortunate 
assumption. The rectification of exchange is 
not the business of the Government, because it 
ia a manufacturer's and not a consumer '& 
Government. It is not the business of the 
bankers and bill-brokers, because their margin 
of profit is maintained however the exchange 
stands. In fact, when exchange is fluctuating 
the brokers generally manage to rake off a little 
extra. It is not the exporter’s business. On 
the contrary, an adverse exchange benefits him. 
For if he knows that his American customers 
can buy pounds to pay him with for thirteen 
shillings apiece, he is in a position to charge 
them a pound for a thirteen shilling article. 
It ts not the importer’s business, because when 
he pays his United States shippers a pound for 
a thirteen shilling article he charges the public 
thirty shillings instead of a pound—that is to 
say, he makes ten shillings instead of seven. 
For “ the higher the price the larger the margin 
of profit’ is an axiom of the business. world. 
It may be urged that; if he could sell cheaper, 
he would do a bigger turnover, and so make a 
larger aggregate profit. That involves en in- 
tricate question of supply ‘and demand which 
the merchant seldom considers. Generally 
speaking, he regards one large profit in the 
hand as worth two moderate profite in the un- 
certain future. It depends largely on what he 
Unfortunately, our imports from the 
United Statee—food-stuffs, cotton, tobacco 
typewriters, machinery, ete—are almost 
entirely things we cannot do without. A re. 
duction in their cost would not be followed by 
a proportionate increase in our consumption of 
them. 

It is, then, the consumer, and nobody else, 
who is affected by an adverse exchange, and it 
is the consumer's business, and nobody else's, to 
get it rectified. Who is the consumer? That 
is a much-a@bused word. With a few negligible 
exceptions, every one is both a consumer and a 
producer. It would be more accurate to say 
that it is the business of everybody in his 
capacity of consumer to rectify the exchange, 
and that it is only in his capacity of consumer 
that he can do so. Unfortunately, the burden 
ia unequally distributed. The small clerk ean- 
not get his salary raised or the lawyer and 
doctor increase their fees every time the value 
of the sovereign drops a fraction of a penny. 
But the importer can, and does, raise the price 
of his goods every time, and usually raises it 
more than the extra amount he pays. He, too, 
as a consumer is paying more and more for 
everything, but, as he has his hands on one at 
least of the necessary streams of supply, he can 
look after himself... He will not grudge the 
extra cost of bread and sugar end beef and 
tobacco, when the extra cost of what he himself 
imports or manufectures ie making him a 
millionaire. 

The rectification of the exchange is the busi- 
ness of the consumer, and most particularly of 
the consumer who neither buys nor sells com- 
modities. One sees the statement made that a 
low exchange must eventually cause the nation's 
credit to collapse. This is putting the cart be- 
fore the horse. The pound is worth thirteen 
shillings odd to-day to Americaná, not because 
they think the odds are one to thirteen- 
twentieths against getting gold for Bradburys, 
but because at the moment a pound in London 
is as much use to an American in Chicago as a 
piano in Buenos Ayres would be to a lady in 
Bedford. Money, and this includes gold, is only 
a token, a symbol of credit (The value of 
gold is standardised, and its so-called in- 
trinsic value is due to that.) A pound 
in London, whether it be a Bradbury or 
@ sovereign, means to an American the 
right to purchase a pound’s worth of eome- 
thing he wants At the moment Uncle Sam 
is, financially epeaking, all dressed up, and, 
no place to go, his pockets are bulging with 
sovereigne and Bradburys—«.¢., he has a huge 
cash credit at the department store of John 
Bull and Co But John Bull says, in effect:

THE HOUSING PROBLEM. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, the 
Speaker took the chair at 2.45 p.m. 

Mr. Bridgeman moved the second reading of 
the Coal Mines (Emergency) Bill. Its main pro- 
vision, he said, was to continue the Sankey 
wage, and treat it as a working expense on the 
industry; to provide for interest on increased 
capital in order to encourage developments in 
the mines, and to devise a fairer plan of dis- 
tributing the profits. The necessity for the bill 
arose through the withdrawal of the earlier bill 
in December last. The bill was introd with 
the object of finding a method of dealing with 
finance up to the end of the financial year on 
March 3ist next, and also up to the time when 
the Coal Control Agreement must come to an 
end, on August Sist next. The first clause, 

important 
feature of the bill. The profits received during the 
seventeen months ending 3lst August, 1920, were 
to be aggregated, and, after the deduction of 
working expenses in reference to control and 
other small adjustments, were to form a pool. 
If the poo! did not exceed the sums of the pre- 
war standard of the undertakings, the profits in 
the pool would be distributed among the several 
undertakings in proportion to their respective 
standards, the standard being the pre-war 
standard. The pro would be distributed 
among the general undertaking in proportion to 
their effective standard. The bill guaran- 
teed that the profits so distributed should 
be not less than nime-tenths of the aggregate 
standard, unless the deficiency was due to causes 
other thar the action taken by the Controller 
of Coal. There was a very small difference 
between the figures contained in the present 
bill and those of the earlier bill, limiting the 
coal owners’ profits to ls. 2d. per ton. This 
bill prepared the way for the larger measure 
which had been promised by the Prime Minister 
for the future general regulation of the mines, 
and which he hoped would be brought forward 
very shortly. 


MR. ADAMSON. 


Mr. Adamson claimed that the miners were 
dealing with the question from the point of 
view of the general community. A stage had 
been reached when there must be a system of 
pooling in the mining industry. He objected 
to the present bill, because it only extended the 
system of pooling and control until Slat August 
next. 

Mr. Hartshorn said that they had no guar- 
antee that the Government's promised further 
bill would command the support of any section 
of the House. They were asked to wipe out 
coal control on August Slst next, and they did 
not know what was to take its place. The 
miners were very much concerned about the 
future policy to be adopted towards the coal 
industry. The House should decline to pass 
this bill until the Government had put forward 
their whole policy for the future, 


SIR EVAN JONES. 


Sir Evan Jones said that the hon. member 
had been very dexterous in manipulating the 
figures, but he suggested that the hon. member 
should read carefully the report of the inde- 
pendent accountants before he made up his 
mind as to what it said.

THE REJECTION MOVED. 


Mr. Stanley Holmes moved the rejection of 
the bill, which, he said, continued until the 
Sist August a system of coal control which was 
neither nationalisation nor private ownership, 
but imposed on the community all the disad- 
vantages of both, with few of the advantages 
of either. The men really responsible for the 
managethent of the industry were a few private 
owners, a limited number of directors, and the 
colliery managers. These men must be retained 
im any future scheme, with a view to preserving 
initiative and enterprise. He suggested an 
arrangement by which the local colliery mana- 
gers and the members of the local Mining 
Council should be remunerated, partly by fixed 
salary and partly by commission, according to 
increased output and the decreased cost of pro 
duction of their respective collieries. The dis-

It was designed purely to deal with a 
transitional period which must come to an end 
on August Sist. 

The second reading was carried by 279 votes

Major. Lloyd Greame called attention to the

When 
the House adjourned they had approved 63,000 
houses. The figure now was 107,000. During 
the last seven weeks they had passed through 
the tender stage more than twice as many 
houses as they did in the previous eleven 
months.

BRITISH SOMALILAND. 

MULLAH’S FORCES 
SCATTERED. . 


BRILLIANT: AIR FEAT. 
Viscount Duncannop, in the House “of Come 
mons yesterday, asked whether the Government 


Somaliland in 1905 the situation in that Pro 
tectorate has been one of great difficulty. From 
1907 onwards hostilities by the Mullab have 
been continuous, During the last five years the 
fighting policy of the Dervishes became i» 
creasingly aggressive, and instead of limiting 
themselves to raiding parties on the friendly 
tribes, they established themselves permanently 
in forward posts, consisting of stene forts of 
immense strength. The Somaliland Camel 
Corps was organised on an increased footing to 
meet this aggression, and was completely suc- 
cessful in dealing with raiding parties, resuiting 
in the destruction of the forts, and clearing the 
Dervishes out of the western half of the Protec- 
torate, which henceforth remained under settied 
administration. A few months azo the situa- 
tion was carefully reviewed in the light of the 
experience gained in the war. An air attack 
was opened on January 21, on the fort of Jidali, 
and the Mullahs’ camp at Medisho, inflicting 
heavy casualties and damage. Subsequent 
bombardments practically destroyed the camp 
sand set it on fire, the Dervishes fleeing to the 
hills, Jidali was occupied by the Camel Corps. 
Baran was occupied, most of the Dervish gar- 
rison being killed and the fort destroyed. The 
Camel Corps pursued the Mullah, and, the aero- 
planes, locating the Mullah’s followers near 
Elafweina, bombed and machine-gunned them 
to good effect. A tribal levy, advancing under 
command of a British officer, imtercepted the 
Mullah’s party, capturing large quantities of 
stock and rifles, and the Mullah’s persoval 
effecta. The Mullah took refuge in a fort at 
Tale, and escaped with a smal! party. All the 
rest either surrendered or were captured. In 
the meantime the King’s African Rifles and 
naval landing parties from His Majesty's ships 
h ( “rounding up” the Dervish 

in the hilis, destroying the smaller 
1 and capturing rifles and stock. 
The result of the operations now concluded is 
that in leas than three weeks the power of the 
dervishes "in British Somaliland has been 
entirely destroyed, and that no organised 
resistance is being made: The Mullah himself, 
with a few personal followers, is a fugitive. 
He has lost the whole of bis force and all his 
stock and belonginge. He may eucceed In 
escaping hie pursuers, but his prestige and his 
power of endangering the peace of Somaliland 
are, I believe, at an end. Thie remarkable 
achievément hae been secured without bringing 
a large number of troops into the Protectorate, 
and without the co-operation of any foreign 
Power. The fact that it was posible to secure 
these resulte in three weeks, with practically 
no casualties, and with a minimum of expendi- 
ture, is due to the co-operation of the Royal 
Air Force. For the first time, the aeroplane 
has been used as the primary striking inetru- 
ment, and not merely as an auxiliary weapon. 
The general operations were under the conduct 
of the Government of the Protectorate. The 
Air Force was commanded by Captain Gordon. 
I am not eure that any fresh operations will be 
required, unless there is a possibility of the 
Mullah escaping. (Cheers.)

Complaints had bean made again and again, 
and deputations had waited on the Coal Con- 
troller in London, but, eo far, without achieving 
any success, The situation to<day was more 
serious than it was at any time during the 
war, and unless some steps were immediately 
taken to meet the shortage, their industries 
would be seriously, if not permanently, in. 
jured, and a large amount of unemployment . 
would ensue. When replying to. one 1 
complaints which had been made to him fe- 
cently, the Coal Controller pointed out that, as 
Ireland had received more coal in 1919 than in 
i918, they had apparently little to complain of, 
but let them examine the returns, and see how 
far this statement was justified. The coal im- 
ports into Ireland are as follows:—In 1915, 
4,667,000 tans: 1914, 4,500,000 tons; 1915, 
4,678,000 tons; 1916, 4,564,500 tons; 1917, 
4,217,000 toms; 1918, 4,119,000 tons; 19189, 
4,168,000 tons. From these figures it would be 
observed that the Coal Controller was tech- 
nically accurate when he stated that the eup- 
plies in 1919 were in excess of those in 1918: 
but he ignored the fact that the 1919 supplies 
were 500,000 tons short of the imports of the 
pre-war year 1913, and also for 1915. In 1918 
ihe enemy submarine menace had reached its 
zenith, and Irish supplies, which were all sea- 
borne, had suffered severely in consequence. It 
was unfair, therefore, to take that year, which 
had the lowest imports, as the measure of 
Ireland's needs. 

WORKS CLOSED DOWN. 

He quoted extracts from a number 
of letters complaining of the coal supplies, 
including the following:—-A large firm of 
chemical manure manufacturers. wrote—“ Were 
compelled to close down on Monday last for 
eome hours. Have absolutely no coal on our 
premises.” From a large firm of distillers -— 
“For the past four weeks 
to reduce output by half, owing 
of ecoal, and this has led to the dis- 
charge of a considerable numb@r of hands.” 
A leading firm of shipbuilders wrote —* With 
regard to anthracite, we are within a short 
time of having our works closed down on ac- 
count of getting no supplies of this class of 
coal for nine wecks, with the excaption of one 
ton. The greater part of our works is laid out 
for electricity, driven by our own gas engines, 
and unless we get tmmediate supplies of 
anthracite @ very serious stoppage of work will 
take place, with the result that we may lose a 
number of our experienced workmen.” The 
reasons for this shortage were many. He would 
only deal with one or two. Owing to restric- | 
tions in the areas from which Irish supplies 
were now drawn, the quality of the coal had 
been very inferior to that imported in pre-war 
dave. Those connected with their industries 
were agreed that it took 25 per cent, more fuel 
today than in pre-war days to do the seme 
work: ao, without making any allowance for 
the natural development of industry, Treland 
required 25 per cent. in addition to the 
4,667,000 tons imported in 1913, or 5,833,750 
tons, to meet her normal demands, ag against 
4,168,000 tons imported last year—a shortage of 
1,665,750 tons. 

SHIPPING FREIGHTS. 

It would be unfair to attach the entire re- 
esponsibility for this shortage to the Coal Con- 
troller. That Chamber had hed to complain on 
more than one occasion of the action of the 
Shipping Controller, who fixed shipping freights 
to Ireland at 500 per cent. over pre-war figures, 
while industries in Great Britain againet whom 


they were competing had no increase to pay 
over pre-war rates for their coal supplies, ag al] 
acreases in the cost of railway rates in the 
T'nited Kingdom were carried by the State. 
Shipping freights were controlled in the United 
Kingdom, but shipowners were free to charge 
what they desired for traffic to Continental and 
overseas ports, whilst miné-owners were per- 
mitted to export as much coal as they liked as 
long as an adequate supply was kept for the 
United Kingdom. Let him give one example of 
the result of these two factors in uncontrolled 
freighte and unoontrolled selling by the mine- 
owners.

ONE CAUSE OF THE SHORTAGE IN 
IRELAND. 

‘Some would doubtless ask why were French 
ports glutted with British coal. His answer 
was that so long as the Shipping Controller 
allowed ship-owners to obtain in or about 75s. 
per ton for carrying coal from the Bristol 
Channel to Dunkirk, as against 176. per ton 
from the Bristol Channel to Dublin, ship- 
owners would send their ships to France, and 
the scarcity here would continue. Under their 
constitution the proper place to ventilate such 
grievances was on the floor of the House of 
Commons, but, though Sir Maurice Dockrell, 
M.P., and others were doing all that they could 
to help them, Ireland was largely disfranchised 
at the moment owing to the absence of their 
Parliamentary representatives. They hoped, 
however, by formulating a strong and united 
publie opinion on this important matter, 
should get fair treatment for Ireland. 
conclusion, the President extended a hearty wel- 
come to the Chamber to the Lord Mayor, who, 
he said, was an honorary member of the 
Council.

HE LORD MAYOR, 

The Lord Mayor, having expressed the wish 
that the President would have a successful year 
of office, said that unhappily there were a great 
many problems before the city at the present 
moment. There was the em of the 
scarcity and the dearness of food; the problem 
of the scarcity of housing accommodation, and 
the problem of unemployment, which was far 
worse than many people imagined. In his judg- 
ment, at the moment at any Fate, one the 
greatest problems that they had to face was the 
shortage of coal, because thousands of house- 
holders and roomkeepers were in a pitiahio 
plight for want of coal. Naturally the closing 
down of industries created unemployment, 
which in ite turn created hunger amongst the 
working classes. To his mind nothing created 
revolution more readily or more quickly in the 
heart of man than to see his wife hungry and 
his children crying for bread, particularly in 
view of the huge profits that were at preset 
made in most trades and businesses. e did 
not like to say anything about the Government, 
particularly there—(laughter)—but he asked had 
they been fairly treated by the Government. 
(No.) The Chairman had shown by statistics 
that the Government were not alone treating 
them unfairly, but were cheating them at the 
present moment in reference to coal 
out of what was due to them. (Hear, hear.) 
Last year Dublin received 32,000 tons less than 
in 1918, and comparing 1919 with 1917 there 
was a falling off last year of not less than 
000 tons. That, to his mind, was shameful 
treatment. Why, he asked, were the Govern- 
ment allowing coal to be sent to France and 
Italy? They seemed to have more affection for 
other countries than their own. He was there 
to help them im any action that they took 
towards getting a fair and legitimate supply of 
coal, not alone to Dublin, but to the whole 
country. (Applause.) |

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Six,—May I be permitted to call the atten- 
tion of the public, especially ell employers of 
labour, to the plight of the demobilised soldiers 
in Dublin? There are thousands of these men 
walking about the streets of Dublin to-day, 
looking for work, and cannot, and in many 
cases will not, be given employment. Many of 
them are in abject poverty and starving. When 

men were in khaki too much couid not be 
done for them. Now that the war is over, and 
they have in many cates returned to their 
ragged clothing, the public are ashamed to sit 
in the trams with them. Employers faithfully 
promised to take them back to their pre-war 
occupation: I am daily coming across such 
promises broken. 

There never was &ao much money in Dublin 
as at the present time., The only people who 
seem to me to have suffered by this war are 
those who took part in it—who left all and 
followed “ the call.” The majority of those 
who went out to fight for King and country 
have suffered financially, physically, and 
mentally. The Government hes done as much 


gratuity at the emd of their services, were 
aig: a month’s pay, and any one of them who 
as any disability due to his service ia getting 
& pension varying from 8. 64. to 
as well as free treatment. When one remem- 
bers the numbers to be dealt with I consider 
that the Government has done ite share. 

It is the public—employers of labour and 
public officee—who are failing in their duties 
towards these men, many of whom would not 
look for pensions if they could get work. We 
know that there are many black sheep among 
them, but will poverty, after all they have gone 
through, help to reform them? Is it not de- 
moralising to them to see “slackers”’ and 
haters of the British Empire being given work 
when they are turned away? I say, give the 
demobilised soldier a chance. If he turns out 
a “ waster,”’ turn him down; but give him his
